NEW YORK — American makers 
of china and earthenware have more 
business than they can handle Just 
now. 
They are worried, nevertheless, 
about recent tariff cuts and possi­ 
ble revival of Japanese competition 
which hurt them so much in the 
1930’s. 
They do not share the view of 
some dialers that there Ue plenty 
of market room here for both U, S. 
and Japanese production. 
James K. Love, president of the 
UntUni States Potters Association, 
dissented sharply from the idea that 
Japanese and American offering s to 
chlnaware users are on diverg ent 
and non-competitive lines. Love is 
vice president and treasurer of the 
Shenang o (Pa.) Pottery Co. He told 
the United Press: 
Lahor Costs Differ 
“Our best information is that the 
cost of labor in Japan Is approx i­ 
mately one-ninth of the cost of the 
same labor in the United States 
American labor constitutes from 60 
to 65 percent of the factory seUing 
price of American china. 
“Thus it is easy to understand 
why Japan can manufacture ware, 
pay the tariff, and land it in the 
United States at a price to the 
dealer which is considerably less 
than the American cost of produc­ 
tion. 
“Japanese china was accepted in 
larg e q uantities before the war by 
the American housewife. There is 
no reason to doubt that it will not 
be accepted now. When imported 
In q uantities comparable to those 
imported before the war, It will 
constitute a serious threat to the 
American chinaware industry. 
Tariff Cut Ifravy 
“The Geneva tariff cut will in­ 
crease this competition. The cuts 
are substantial on a larg e propor­ 
tion of the chinaware and earthen­ 
ware imported to this country 
‘ Naturally, because so far tne im­ 
ports have not nearly reached the 
size of those before the war, it is 
impossible to tail how heavy will 
be the blow to American Industry 
“Bine* Japanese thing was im­ 
ported in immense q uantities at 
the old rates, it would be illog ical 
to content] that any smaller q uan­ 
tity would be Imported undei the 
g reatly reduced rates

SENATORS AIR 
ERP CUT VIEWS 
BEFORE DEBATE 


New Co mpro mise In Sen­ 
ate Discussed Alter 
Co mmittee Repo rt

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14—The sen­ 
ate foreig n relations committee to­ 
day offered cong ress a way to g et 
the Marshall plan started for $5,- 
300.000.000 (B). 
It has ag reed to recommend that 
sum for European recovery during 
the first 12 months instead of the 
$6.800,000.000 President Truman ask­ 
ed for 15 months. 
First reaction of the Marshall 
plan’s critics g ave the compromise 
little encourag ement. 
Says Same Plan 
“When you analyze it. it’s no dif 
ferent than it was,” said Senator 
Wherry iR-Neb), the assistant ma­ 
jority leader. Wherry is one of a 
g roup of 20 GOP senators who are 
determined to tone down the whole 
foreig n aid prog ram. 
He said the committee plan would 
merely delay big g er appropriations 
for the 18 Western European na­ 
tions until nex t yew. 
"They are doing that because ft 
makes the fig ure smaller,” Wherry 
told a reporter. "They think they’ll 
pick up a few votes.” 
Chairman Vandenberg (R-Mich) 
was q uick to concede there would 
be little actual saving . The spend­ 
ing rate per month would be around 
$11.868,666 lower, or a toal of $140.- 
000,OCX) for the first year. 
But Vandenberg said he reg ards 
the committee draft as a big im­ 
provement over the orig inal bill from 
the state department. 
Subject to a final vote nex t Tues­ 
day. the committee late yesterday 
decided unanimously to recommend 
that cong ress: 
1. Approved in principle a four- 
year European Recovery Prog ram, 
as asked by President Truman. 
2. Authorise $5,300,000.000 for the 
12 months beg inning nex t April 1. 
3. Set up an independent ag ency, 
headed by an administrator with 
cabinet officer rank, to run the show 
The administration wanted it to be 
handled by the Stale department. 
Present plans are to send the bill 
to the senate for debute starting 
March 1.

Nashville. 
Chattanoog a ex pected the Ten­ 
nessee to crest there at midnig ht 
tonig ht at 4.5 feet above flood stag e. 
Already the river stands a foot 
over the safety mark of 
30 
feet. 
Lowlands are flooded. 
Cumberland Theatens 
The Cumberland 
with 
a flood 
stag e of 40 feet 
was standing at 
43.5 and tlireatenlng to g o hig her. 
Business and home along its pre­ 
cipitous banks prepared 
for the 
worst. 
The first of the tornadoes rose 
near Newton, Miss., shortly after 
noon yesterduy. struck a zig -zag 
course around the town and flat­ 
tened 30 homes and 
an airport 
hang ar. 
The second of the twisters struck 
10 miles south of- Mot.Ucello, Miss, 
but only two houses were* destroyed 
While the dang er of 
tornadoes 
was leaaened by a cold wave spread 
log over the reg ion, there was an­ 
other threat in the steady rise of

The area around Shelbyville in 
fhld-Tennessee apparently was one 
of the hardest hit by floods.

The Bo dy's Need Fo r Pro tein 


BY HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
PROTEIN is the basic stuff o f 
life, the building material o f the 
bo dy, required no t o nly fo r gro wth 
and replacement o f tissue but fo r 
mtiny vital pro cesses. 
Thus the bo dy’s need, o f It is co n­ 
stant in health and greatly Increased 
In sickness. Injuries and o peratio ns 
also cause great lo s* o f pro tein fro m 
the bo dy. If it is no t replaced at 
such times, the chances fo r reco very 
are greatly lessened. 
Under usual circumstances, 
the 
amo unt o f pro tein in the bo dy may 
be maintained at no rmal by the 
use o f a well-balanced diet co n­ 
taining abo ut o ne gram o f pro tein 
per day fo r each two po unds o f 
to dy weight, 
Fo r example, a perso n weighing 
160 po unds needs 76 grams o f pro ­ 
tein. Pro teins are o btained especially 
fro m such fo o ds as meat, milk, eggs, 
beans, peas, and who le-grain cereals 
Protein Deficiency 
When no t eno ugh pro tein is co n­ 
sumed, the tissues o f the bo dy co n­ 
taining pro teins are called upo n 
to supply this substance, and so o ner 
o r later sympto ms o f a pro tein de­ 
ficiency develo p. 
These sympto ms 
include such 
things as lo ss o f appetite, lo ss o f 
strength, and a general feeling o f 
weakness. 
In additio n, there wo uld seem to 
be an lncraased susceptibility to In­ 
fectio n. Furthermo re, wo unds do no t 
heal as they sho uld. 
The abdo men 
beco mes swo llen 
o r distended and edema, o r co llec­ 
tio n o f fluids in the tissues, de­ 
velo ps. 
I( Is po ssible to determine when 
a pro tein deflcienecy exists by find­ 
ing o ut ho w much pro tein is pres­

French fleet came o n J uly 3. Then 
the British to o k o v er the French 
warships in British po rta: they in ­ 
fo rmed the French admiral in co m­ 
mand o f a squadro n at Alexandria 
that they wo uld sink his ships if 
he tried to take them to France 
where they wo uld fall under German 
co ntro l; and they deliv ered an ulti­ 
matum to the French admiral in

Africa. The ultimatum required the 
French warships at Mers-el-Keb.r 
to Jo in the British o r else pro ceed 
to British o r West Indian o r United 
States po rts to be interned. When 
the French admiral refused, the 
British o pened fire and put mo st o f 
the French ships o ut o f co mmissio n, 
killing mo re than 1,000 Frenchmen. 
I co uld no t help but be inexpress­ 
ibly saddened by this latest mani­ 
festatio n o f the tragic break ‘be­ 
tween Britain and Franc*. 
A yea*- and a half later, when 
Mr. Churchill was v isiting the Pres­ 
ident to ward the end o f December. 
1841. I sat between the prime min­ 
ister and a British admiral at o ne 
o f the luncheo ns o n the President 
gav e fo r his distinguished v isito r. 
The admiral asked me what I had 
tho ught o f the British attack o n 
the French fleet at Oran. I parried 
the questio n because I did no t want 
to get up a squabble between him 
and Mr. Churchill, fo r I had heard 
that the British nav y had been o p­ 
po sed to the attack and that seri­ 
o us differences o v er it had risen 
within the British go v ernment. 
Talks With Churchill 
A few minutes later, ho wev er. I 
bro ught up the subject with Mr. 
Churchill himself. He wcund up 
with a general statement that the 
Vichy French were no t to be trust­ 
ed and wo uld hav e turned the fleet 
o v er to the Oermans if the attack 
had no t been made. He also said 
that 
British prestige being

raise it thro ugho ut the wo rld by 
means o f this actio n which sho wed 
that Britain stiU meant to fight.

The average round trip for the 
firm's truck s is 200 miles, although 
many hauls go to the East coast.
